In a 
word.if we compare the average yearly 
number of murders growing out of 
the relation between landlord and 
tenant during the last thnty years, 
we tad that it exceeds many times the 
quota of such offences perpetrated in 
1880, when the Land League seems to 
have given the law to the greater part 
of Ireland. 


The comparative infrequency of 


violent crimes during the'last two 
years is directly attributable to the 
infrequency ot evictions, 
the two1 


phenomena befog inseparably related 
as cause and effect, as was pointed out 
.by Lord John Russell in 1346, and 
agam Mr. Gladstone in 1370. The 
first step of the Land League was to 
raise a fund for the immediate relief 
of the 
famished peasantry, 
tlieii 


movement m this direction being long 
anterior to the subscriptions started 
by the dntcheas of Maryborough and 
others. Their next proceeding was an 
organized attempt 10 avert the ruth- 
less evictions by which, at the ('ate ot 
the last famme.tha Irish landlords had 
immensely aggravated the sufferings 
of tbeir sick and starving tenants. It 
should, indeed, never be foigotten 
that in the year 1840 not less than 300 
000 persons, who.having nothing to eat, 
were of course unable to pay rent, were 
thrust out into the ditch to die. {Will 
It be said that the present generation 
of landlords is wore merciful ? It was 
Mr. Gladstone himself who pointed 
out during the last session of Parlia- 
ment, while-advocating his Compen- 
sation for Disturbance bill, that the 
badhametoliiid been followed by a 
deplorable increase in the number of 
ejectments. He apprehended that as 
•umy M 16.000 evictions might take 
place in 1880; and who doubts that 
bat for the Land tieague this quota 
would have besn Vastly exceeded? 
As it was tbe process of ejectment 
was almost «verywhere arrested by 
tbe impossibility ot obtaining-a hew 
tenant. And where we hear of a few 
ejectments, there, as we are told by

ii a little publication Issued in an East- 
teru city to be used as a reading lesaon.in 
public schools. It is n ample leaf—the 
publishers, out of deference, probably, to 
the poetic spirit of the age in public 
schools, call it a "leaflet"—and in ore it 
is about equal .to a half sheet of note 
paper. It is devoted to the current 
topics of the time and published once a 
month. 


In a certain way this is a good thing, 


[t is a recognition of a possibility which 
has long been dimly foreshadowed—the 
possibility of permitting children to learn 
wmethingbesides reading while studying 
that art. 
The absurdity of confining the pupils 


HI our public schools to the literature 
.md history of the past-as if those alone tur.in 
contained any value as models or lessens ——- 
-has long been manifest; and there has \V. 
been for some time a growing disposition 
to modernize the reading course and 
•nve it somewhat of current interest 
As a step in this direction the pub- 
lication • referred 
to is quite signifi- 


cant 
But at best it is a half measure. If 


the rising generation is to learn to read 
by practicing upon something of current 
interest, to the end that something may 
be learned, why stop short of the daily, 
paper? A "leaflet" of selected items of 
current news once a month is better than, 
rigid confinement to the Crussdes or ex- 
tacts from Macaulay; bnt if the daily 
reading lesson were the daily news if 
would be infinitely better. 


The school-boys or school-girls of to- 


day know infinitely more of the war of 
the Roues and the American Revolution 
than of the Afghan war or the Franco- 
Prussian war, or even the war of the 
Rebellion. 


Of the threatened war in the East they 


know nothing; and it is a part of the 
present system that they shall know 
nothing. Yet with a liberal use of the 
daily paper in place of the reading books 
now m vogue, both boys and girls could 
bf kept informed of current events and 
at the game tune learn the art of reading 
quite as satisfactory as they now do. 
Indeed it is almost certain that they 
would learn more satisfactorily; for 
interest in, and intelligent comprehension 
of, what one is reading must necessarily 
add very much to the power of reading 
expressively and well. 


There are some daily papers, of course, 


which could not properly or safely be 
introduced into the schools; but there are 
numbers oE excellent papers like the 
Free Press, the New York Evening Post, 
and others of similar high character, any 
one of which could be introduced in the 
schools as a daily reading lesson to far 
better purpose than a monthly publica- 
tion like that above referred to.

of genius." 


So runs a fragment of a letter written 


by a good man to a woman who had ask- 
ed htm for work He further told her 
that he was engaged in the unpromising 
labor of trying to develop certain sectari- 
an literature, but she was neither priest 
nor Levite—"only a bright woman with 
a touch of genius"—and he could offer 
her ao enoouraging prospect. 


The question naturally uppermost is: 


'What shall this woman do? She is one 
of a numerous class whose cries smite 
our ears aod hearts at tbe birth and 
death of every hour. Of what value to 
her are power, capacity, will, equip- 
ment, genius, when opportunity is 
denied her? 


"The lamp of genial, though by Nature lit, 
If act protected, pnuMd aad fed with care, 
Sooa dies or runs to waste with fitful glare " 
If I were not certain that this young 


woman's environment bears close resem- 
blance to that of many thousands of her 
sex I should be much disinclined to vio- 
late private feeling by any allusion to it; 
but she represents ia her own experience 
the difficulties of a problem the solution 
of which is of far-reaching concern. 


Here is a woman of tender rearing 


whom certain not unusual calamities of 
life have deprived of those material sup- 
ports upon which she was always taught 
to lean, thrust inexorably forth into the 
world to team the costly lesson of wom- 
an's self-reliance—to learn it unaided— 
and to put her native forces in training 
when she is heavily handicapped by 
previous disuse of them.

She has power, but no meaai 
of applying it; the will to work, but no 
work on which to expend her willing- 
ness; courage, but no rock of opportuni- 
ty whereon to plant her feet Hers is 
the appalling struggle of the human be- 
ing who is sinking, sinking in the merci* 
less quicksand—sucked down to death— 
perishing almost within reach of a hun- 
dred hands stretched out, alas! too late. 
Her death is murder. Who is the mur- 
derer? I do not know. 


The beauteous Cspulet foresaw her 


doom u the tragic dispensation of her 
only lore sprung from her only hate. 
Prrhap-t :i ton tender love murdered this 
fellow crvuture who is "only a woman 
with a touch of genius." It is possible 
that had she been loved as wisely as 
tenderly she had not been flung into the 
quicksand to die like a rat in a hole. 
Babies have sometimes been smothered 


I {ear 
they must lie when they have helplessly 
fallen until their breath is trampled ont 


I wonder how many snob, have gone to

The daughter* of toil iu\p tasted the 


elixir distilled from cmisrinti* power, 
ami iti tingles through nil llu-ir veins, 
sending flushes of light to eyes that-dare 
face aad do hourly face life's responsi 
bilities, and flushing/cliwka with th? 
pride of independence. 1 do riot doubt 
their frequent yearnings for tbe other 
state. Home, elegance, tich drapery 
and all those harmonies that make UD 
the sum of that intangible beauty which 
is ..called refinement, are very dear to 
woman, and it is not surprising that her 
nature covets them. But the independ- 
ent observer, man, seea alwaya the eelf- 
reliant, self helpful woman's splendid 
superiority, and measures his honest ad- 
miration of her by his pity for the other. 
If he does not see and confess that 
superiority, his claim to generous man- 
hood is impertinent pretenne, and it 
were a righteous penalty to loud him 
down with the dandled darling for life.

The Oyster Beds of Florida. 


[Boilon Herald } 


Oysters grow everywhere 
around 


Savannah, Oa, in riotous abundance, 
and are ofteu found so prolific in one 
spot as to aggregate into bunches weigh- 
ing 100 pounds or more. 


Of course, when so crowded, and 


forced to sink into the mud by the 
weight of the muss, the individual oys- 
ters have n hard time, and only it very 
few even obtain any respectability of 
size; the rest must be stunted, elongated 
and distorted. 
Nevertheless, they are 


weil-flavoreO, and the very smallest, 
scarcely larger than one's thumb-nail, 
are often the sweetest 


This wild growth is known everywhere 


as "coon oysters," the tradition being 
that the raccoons were especially foud of 
them, and every now and then got 
caught by trying to open too stout a 
bivalve, whic.h shut its shells on the poor 
beast's caw, and so held him until the 
rising tide drowned him. 


It is a common saying, too, among the 


shore folk that the coons have piled up 
great heaps of shells along the shores; 
but another oyster-lover-did that—the 
Indian. He ate them, coming to the 
shore in the warm months as bis white 
successors annually flock to their seaside 
resorts, and leaving these heaps of dis- 
carded oyster shells to tell us where he 
pitched his lodge. 


The eoon oysters, however, are not a 


dMbent species from the delicious 
Wfalve of the Delaware, tbe sound, or 
the Great South bay; not even from 
those of Providence river and the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence.
